їх an article, “Bayonet Fighting and Physical 
y ing,” in the August, 1917, number of the 

mfantry Journal, Major Percy Hobbs of the 
anadian Forces writes that “after a bayonet 
attack, in nine cases out of ten (trench or open), 
the men grapple. . . . The man who has never 
been there before, so to speak, doesn’t know what 
to do. He has been shown and practiced in 
shortening arms and jabbing and dropping his 
weapon and disarming the other fellow, and a 
lot of counters and trips and tricks. Well, your 
average trained men tie themselves up in a knot 
and roll about on grass and forget everything.” 

Major Hobbs is but one of the many military 
writers who have emphasized the vital necessity 
of every Infantry man knowing what to do when 
he meets the enemy in a hand-to-hand encounter. 
Not since the Middle Ages has a knowledge of 
this method of fighting been so essential as it is 
to-day. As the great war progresses it is becom- 
ing more and more apparent that the expertness 
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and skill of the individual are playing an increas- 
ingly large part in the determination of the final 
outcome. 

That events have taken this turn, is perhaps 
the fortunate thing from the viewpoint of the 
American soldier. Of all the peoples of the earth 
the average American is undoubtedly the most 
experieneed and Ше most apt in hand-to-hand 
fighting. This is partly the result of his activity 
in certain sports. Boxing, though frowned upon 
professionally in the majority of our communities, 
is after all distinctly an American sport. It is 
but the natural expression of the native Amer- 
ican’s instinct of fighting with his fists. 

This form of combat has given the inhabitants 
of the United States a marked advantage in the 
quick and expert use of the hands. Baseball, 
the most national of our games, has been es- 
pecially instrumental in training the American 
eye and producing suppleness of body. Foot- 
ball has ingrained into our youth a certain game- 
ness and a stick-to-itiveness and has cultivated 
grit. All are qualifies essential to hand-to-hand 
encounter. 

During the third year of the war, when hand- 
to-hand combats became the rule rather than 
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exception, English officers stated that the 
was at a distinct disadvantage in such a 
t. As he has seldom been a patron of the 
nly sports, the average German in a combat 
elumsy in the use of his hands. Not being 
accustomed to baseball, or other games of like 
mature, he finds it hard to stand up against a 
mass flying in his direction. As а result, almost 
every time an Englishman hurled his helmet at 
him, the enemy was so upset that before he could 
regain his equilibrium he was piereed with the 
bayonet. On other occasions, reports have come 
from English officers that their men had found 
the application of a few jiu-jitsu tricks in grap- 
pling to be of great service in vanquishing of 
their opponents. 
Utilizing the facts embodied in these reports 
as а suggestion, this volume presents a series of 
positions and holds for the use of the soldier 
engaged in hand-to-hand encounter. The object 
of this method is two-fold: to disable or destroy 
the opponent ; and to defend oneself. 
Many of the holds and attacks of the system 
are familiar to the followers of the Graeco-Roman, 
catch-as-catch-can and jiu-jitsu wrestling. These 
have been combined and adapted to the need in 
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hand. In applying them, however, one must 
mot eonfuse them with like holds in wrestling. 
The soldier must remember that the latter is a 
sport whose climax is the placing of a wrestler's 
shoulders to the mat, while the subject matter of 
this volume constitutes a deadly system whose 
elimax is nothing less than the destruction or 
erippling of the opponent. It should be further 
emphasized that many of the acts barred in 
clean wrestling are essential parts of the system, 
and indeed are the most effective means of doing 
away with an opponent. For instance, the goug- 
ing out of a man's eyes or kicking bim in the 
groin would be unheard of in the wrestling game. 
In this system these are the acts toward which 
all other things lead. They form the apex, and 
result, if properly applied, in the destruction of 
the enemy. To this end every hold and com- 
bination of holds has as its object the bringing 
of the opponent into such а position as to enable 
the aggressor to attack the eyes or the groin. 
So painful and so wracking to the nervous system 
are injuries at these points that the enemy be- 
comes helpless for a sufficient period of time to 
enable the attacker to destroy him or force his 
surrender, 
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"his system of destruction and self-defense is 
fraught with dire consequence to the enemy 
+ in a man-to-man encounter, where it is the 
= of one man against the life of the other, the 
having mastery of it is bound to have an 
helming advantage. This must be the case 
ally against an enemy notoriously ineffective 
hand-to-hand fighting. The drilling in the 
ms holds and attacks described and illus 
in this manual, therefore, will result not 
in development of the soldier’s physical 
ibutes and his natural powers of destruction, 
will also instill in him a greater confidence 
self-reliance in bayonet attack and close-up 
encounter. 
The practicability of this system has already 
been proven by its adoption by a number of 
Companies of the 30th Army Division at Camp 
Sevier, South Carolina. It bas developed latent 
bilities in the soldiers, and has won the 
aise of all the officers who have had occasion 
to observe its effects on the men and to test its 
‘ficiency on the drill ground.

DEFINITIONS 


Attention: The position the unarmed soldier 
assumes upon the command of attention given

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Attack: The command of execution. 

Distance: The distance between the front and 
rear rank, from the back of the men in the 
front rank to the chest of the men in the rear 
rank. 

Defense: The rank or individual on whom the 
holds are being applied. 

Fistic Attack: The section in which the fists are 
used similar to boxing; the attack being made 
from the front. 

Foot Work: The use of the foot upon the fallen 
enemy. 

Frontal Attack: The section in which all holds 
are applied with the individuals or ranks facing 
each other. 

Interval: The distance between men measured 
from elbow to elbow in rank. 

Offense: The rank or individual executing the 
hold. 

On Guard: The command to bring the Company 
to the starting position in fistic attack. 

Rear Attack: The section in which all holds are 
applied from the rear. 

Reverse: Reverse the rank of attack to the rank 
of defense. 

Recover: Return to starting position. 
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CHIEF POINTS OF ATTACK 


1. Eyes 3. Neck

Eyes: Never miss an opportunity to destroy 
the eyes of the enemy. In all head holds 
use the fingers on the eyes. They are the 
most delicate points in the body and easy to 
reach. The eye can easily be removed with 
the finger. See Tllustrations Nos. 6, 9, 19. 

2. Groin: The enemy can easily be disabled by a 

well-direeted kick in the groin. Never miss 
an opportunity to use the knee or the foot. 
Train yourself to look for an opportunity ; 
as a rule you will always find a chanee in 
bayonet attack or hand-to-hand encounter. 
See Illustrations Nos. 16, 19,24, 30, 40, 41. 
3. Neck: It із easy to strangle a man with any 
of the neck holds, but the chief weapon of 
attack for the neck is the foot. Aim to 
throw your man off his feet and stay on 
yours. Never give the enemy а chance to 
yecover after he is thrown, but stamp upon 
the neck with the foot. (See Illustration 

No. 36.) Don’t kick, but jump on it with 

the full weight of the body. 
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4. gth Rib: The 9th rib as a point of attack is 
easy to reach when Ше enemy is thrown 
upon his back. (See Illustration No. 38.) 
Stamp upon the ribs about 4 to 6 inches 
below, the nipple. Keep the knee stiff, 
using Ше weight of the body. The ribs 
will erumple under the weight. 

Note. — The natural tendency is to kick the 
fallen enemy. This is not quite as effective as 
the stamp. using the body weight. 


TECHNIQUE OF COMPANY INSTRUCTION —

Rear Attack No. 1: The Company will assume 
the position of attention. Upon the command

Frontal Attack No. 2: The front rank facing the 
rear rank 24 inches apart, the soldier at position 
of attention. Upon the command of execution, 
the rank of attack will step forward upon the 
left foot, keeping the right in place when not 
used in executing the hold, returning to starting 
position upon command of Recover. 

Fistic Attack No. 3: Front r: facing the rear 
rank 24 inches apart. Upon command of Оп 
Guard front rank and rear rank take one step 
forward (about 12 inches) with the left foot, 
assuming the boxer's position. Left arm for- 
ward; right arm across front chest. Upon 
command of execution Company will attack. 
Return to starting position (boxer’s position) 
after attack without command. 


Note. — The left foot must be in place at all 
times in the Company instruetion. The instruc- 
tor will find difficulty in this section unless this 
point is rigidly enforced. After the men are well 
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schooled the knee groin kick, ete., with the left 
leg can be used. 


Ground Work No. 4: Company will assume posi- 
tion of attention. Upon command of Ground 
Position the front rank will drop to the hands 
and knees; the rear rank will step forward, 
place the right foot between the legs of the 
opponent, drop to the left knee (knee slightly 
to the left of the opponent’s left knee) keeping 
the trunk erect.
